GRANT PROGRAM  
Artists and arts organizations can apply 
to receive funding for projects that benefit 
the citizens of Cambridge. Applications are 
available beginning in August, and are due 
in October. 
 
PUBLIC ART  
Cambridge Arts commissions and cares for 
a collection of over 200 public artworks 
making the city home to the largest 
contemporary public art collection in the 
region. Working through a Percent-for-Art 
Ordinance, Cambridge Arts engages artists 
and the community in the development 
of integrated, site-responsive public 
artwork and manages an award-winning 
Art Conservation Program that ensures 
artworks are well-made and cared for as a 
significant cultural resource for the city.
 

CAMBRIDGE ARTS SPACE  
Step inside the gallery, located in the City 
Hall Annex, to experience exhibitions that 
explore art in the public realm and encourage 
community engagement and dialogue. 

POET POPULIST PROGRAM  
Elected by residents, the Cambridge Poet 
Populist works with the Cambridge Public 
Library, schools, artists, and local cultural 
organizations to promote and encourage a 
dynamic relationship with poetry. 
 
STREET PERFORMER PROGRAM  
Live performances give character to parks 
and enliven the city’s public spaces. If 
you are interested in performing, visit our 
office to apply for a permit. No audition 
is required, and permits are good for the 
calendar year. 

OPEN STUDIOS  
Each spring, discover an array of art that 
emerges from artists’ studios and other 
unique spaces throughout the City. Much of 
the work is available for purchase, which is 
a great way to support local artists and bring 
art into your home or workspace.

True to its beginning in 1974, the Cambridge River 
Festival is an exuberant celebration of the arts 

in Cambridge. In those early days, a group of artists 
charged themselves with the development of an 
annual event that would showcase and celebrate 
the rich artistic traditions and activity that make 
Cambridge such a unique and exciting place. 

The “Art Army,” as the group came to be known, 
embarked upon wonderfully wild ‘cultural guerilla 
raids’ doing off-the-wall things like freezing plastic 
toys into giant blocks of ice and placing them in 
the city’s playgrounds for delightful discovery 
by passers-by. They painted murals on sides of 
buildings and led mini-concerts from the back of 
pick-up trucks connecting artists and audiences - 
often when both might least expect it! In short order, 
the city’s public spaces were alive and thriving with 
art all year long.

Fast-forward to today and the mission of Cambridge 
Arts and the River Festival is largely the same: 
support local artists and engage audiences with a 
dazzling array of visual and performing arts. Over 
a period of three decades, the Festival has become 
a tradition that reinvents itself annually with the 
unbridled enthusiasm of hundreds of artists, arts 
& culture organizations, and the large and robust 
audience that regularly attends. 

In 2014, the Festival celebrates 35-years of 
success. Again presenting a stunning sample of 
the extraordinary art and artists based here in 
the city, the anniversary event will take place in 
the geographic heart of the city and in the newly 
designated Central Square Cultural District. This 
temporary move will engage new audiences and 
remind those that have been regularly attending 
for decades why Cambridge is one of the very best 
places in the country to encounter, experience and 
participate in the arts. 

Join us on Saturday, June 7th, 12 noon to 
experience the art and become part of this time-
honored celebration. Your presence supports our 
local arts community and deepens a delightfully 
rich tradition!

DIANE RICHARDSON & FRIENDS
Abbey Lincoln (1930-2010) was not only one of the most 
distinctive and important vocalists in modern jazz; she also 
composed most of her own material, thereby leaving behind a 

rich body of work for subsequent generations of musicians to explore.  
For the past few years, vocalist Diane Richardson and colleagues have 
given concerts in which they present some of Ms. Lincoln’s more widely-
covered pieces as well as lesser-known gems.  The group also includes 
drummer Yoron Israel, who spent five years in Ms. Lincoln’s touring band, 
along with trombonist Bill Lowe, pianist John Kordalewski, and bassist 
Dave Clark.

CARLOS AVERHOFF QUARTET
Carlos Averhoff, Jr. is a Cuban tenor saxophonist, contemporary 
Afro-Cuban jazz composer, and woodwinds educator. Carlos 
launched his project IRESI in 2008. IRESI, entitled after a 

West Africa Yoruba word meaning the innate light within, showcases 
his original compositions and standard arrangements, painting the 
landscape of contemporary Afro-Cuban jazz with rich harmonics 
and rhythmic fusions of his native Cuba. Critically acclaimed Cuban 
drummer, Francisco Mela; the multi-faceted South African bassist, John 
Lockwood; and the amazing pianist, Kevin Harris, will join Carlos for this

SHELLEY NEILL GROUP
The late great Dave Brubeck commented upon hearing her 
music, “Shelley’s got that original blues singer’s sound.” She 
injects the blues into each of her jazz albums. Her last project, 

Irish Eyes Gypsy Soul, dipped into familiar pop and rock tunes in a way 
that was both original yet familiar; and was a departure from her previous 
efforts – a trilogy that traced the impact of blues on jazz from a vocalist’s 
perspective. Her latest project, The Currency Is Heat, continues to 
explore music from this perspective, remaining informed by the blues 
while rooted in the jazz idiom. She is joined by her recording partners, 
Laszlo Gardony on piano, Yoron Israel on drums, and Ron Mahdi on bass, 
for a rare live performance.

LASZLO GARDONY SEXTET
Featuring some of Boston’s jazz royalty, this group performs 
originals, arrangements of jazz standards, and traditional folk 
music.  Band leader Gardony has recorded ten albums--seven 

of them released on the prestigious Sunnyside label--and was a First 
Prize Winner of the Great American Jazz Piano Competition. The sextet 
features saxophone icon, Bill Pierce (Art Blakey’s Jazz Messengers, 
soloist with Tony Williams, Freddie Hubbard, Hank Jones), saxophonist, 
Don Braden (Wynton Marsalis, Betty Carter, Roy Haynes among many 
others), local favorite and saxophonist, vocalist, multi-instrumentalist, 
Stan  Strickland, bassist John Lockwood (Joe Henderson, Freddie 
Hubbard and The Fringe), and Yoron Israel on drums, who has worked 
with Ahmad Jamal, Sonny Rollins, Abbey Lincoln and a leader of his own 
group.
